Departmental — Maryland Insurance Administration)

RECOUPMENT OF THE HEALTH INSURANCE PROVIDER FEE -
CALCULATION

Clarifying that the amounts on which a certain assessment is calculated for the
purpose of recouping a certain health insurance provider fee are for insurance
products that are subject to a certain provision of federal law and may be subject
to an assessment by the State; requiring that the calculation of the assessment
be made without regard to threshold limits established in a certain provision of
the Affordable Care Act or the partial exclusion of net premiums provided for
in a certain provision of the Affordable Care Act; etc.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE — MARYLAND PRODUCE SAFETY
PROGRAM

Establishing the Maryland Produce Safety Program in the Department of
Agriculture to reduce the risk of adverse impacts on human health from the
consumption of contaminated produce; requiring the Program to conform with
certain federal standards for growing, harvesting, packing, and holding produce
for human consumption; defining a “covered farm” as one which sold produce,
over a 3-year period, with an average annual monetary value of $25,000;
requiring the Secretary of Agriculture to administer and enforce the Program;
etc.

MARYLAND HEALTHY WORKING FAMILIES ACT — EMPLOYERS
WITH ON-SITE HEALTH CLINICS — EXEMPTION

Exempting from certain provisions of law governing earned sick and safe leave
certain employees who regularly work at facilities at which the employer offers
the employees access to an on-site health clinic that has operating costs of at
least $1,000,000 per year and provides access to discounted prescription drugs;
etc.

STATE GOVERNMENT — LEGISLATIVE AND EXECUTIVE BRANCHES
— WORKPLACE BULLYING

Requiring each manager and supervisor in the Legislative and Executive
branches of State government to immediately report to the appointing authority
or head of the principal unit certain incidents of workplace bullying; providing
that it is the intent of the General Assembly to educate all employees about
bullying, ensure that bullying is not tolerated, and deal appropriately with
bullying in the workplace; requiring certain human resources departments to
collect and share data on complaints and reports; etc.
